be 80. Looking at the suhjeot from a 
financial point of view^ it is clearly 
in the ioteiest ol tho coaotty that the greai 
bulk ol the money to be employed id tli« 
railway BboDid be drawo Irocaubroad.

If tbe 
MaophersoD Oompany, Mr Oornwall; and, 
Id either case, tba ioteresta of this Provlnca 
would be well guarded. A little reflection 
must show tbe absurdity of fomentiiig io 
this Proviuce a spirit of rivalry and antag- 
oniaiD between two imaginary railway Sn- 
teitsis, There can bo no two intareata 
iu tbia matter. British Columbia abould bs 
united in deairiog to see tbe entarpriaa upon 
whinb BO moob hiDges fall into tbo baoda of 
whatever company may pcssess in the high- 
est degree the elements o( 8UOCOB9.

Gambctta, who waa said six months ago to bs"& 
played-out'man," is now welcomed in the provin- 
ces not by the mob but by the middlccUsB men, 
who oan give " dinners of six hundred covers," 
by municipal authorities, and even by aome of tha 
lower clergy, bo groat baa his pcpolarity beeome 
that it is serioBslv believed by h la enemies that at 
tho next election his name will head tho poll In 
three-fourths of tho Departments of France, and 
he bus become next to M, Thiers thefirst of poli- 
tical personages at VcrsailUs. M- Thiers himsolf 
has become reconciled to him, doolaring, as we 
believe with truth, that his "policy is at moderate 
as hie language is inflated," while tho aimy. its 
groat foud made up by the final dcciaionj of the 
Committee of Ilcvisiona, remembers that he alone 
stood out for resistanca to tho last. 

We should not be lurprisad in a year or two to 
see M. Oambetta't name surroanded, like that of 
other French heroes, with a halo of myths, and 
like Napoleon's in Central Fiiance, or Oarlbaldi's 
in Italy, or O'ConnoU'a in Ireland, a word to eon- 
Jure with. We set nothing to justify ridicule In 
tho ideas either of a permanent republic or of M. 
Gambolta as tho Prcsideut's political heir. It Bcems 
to us the republic, as it haa moulded itself in 
France, under the pressure of circumatances and 
facta rather then of iiisfts, afforda just tho scope 
fer tho tendencies wliinh nil other systems have 
denied, either by refusing, as monarchy must 
refuse, to consider all men equal; or by doclining 
aa CaeaariBm declined, to allow full right of 
shangc— Napoleon in theory allowed some right 
at grand crises or after vacaaoitia in the headship 
of the state— or by failing, b« the Direetory failed, 
to make an individual responsible for the Adminis- 
tration. The republic aa now existing avoids all 
these errors, and if the statesmen of Franco oan 
but obviate one difficulty, — the concussion produc- 
ed In the poliiical atmosphere by every change in 
tho Prcaidency — a concusaion severely felt even 
in America — we see not why tho republic should 
not laat, and produce a succeasion of remarkable 
heads of the state, and respond pencefally for 
many generations to the growt'is, or neeHi or 
changes of French society and aspirations. The 
republic has como of itself and in spite of thoi* 
viho have made it, and in polities institutions 
which coma ot themselves, like conititntious 
which come of themselves, arc very apt to eniuro-
